THE LAST ORDER. 



Oov. Ooebel TellHendrick to "Take 
Charge And Never Qive 



Frankfort. Ky., Feb. 8.— The 
funeral services of the late Gov. 

>el were commenced today at 
noon in the parlors of the Copitol 
>te1. The services proper were 
oceeded by a short procession in 
I streets of the town. 
The procession was headed by a 
platoon of police, City Council, city 
ials, the grand marshall and 
aids, and was followed by a 
band of music, secret societies, citi- 
zens on foot and the honory pall- 
bearers walking by its side, these 
were followed by the relatives, 
members and officers of the Legis- 
lature, officers of state, Judges and 
officers of courts and friends in car- 
riages, ,in the order named. Fol- 
lowing these were citizens on horse- 
back. 

The procession formed in the wes- 
tern part of the city, and after 

arching through afew of the prin- 

pal streets come past the west 
door of the Capitol Hotel, where the 
hearse and relatives took their 
places in the line and the march 
was then taken up for the cemetery 
on the hill. 

Immediately after the benediction 
the procession returned to the 
square in front of the Capitol Hotel, 
where it disbanded. There was no 
interment, the body being placed in 
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table site for the grave and mon- 
ument which is to be erected later. 

An invitation was sent yesterday 
to Gen John B. Caslleman, of Louis- 

lie, asking him to act as the chief 
marshal of the parade. Gen. Cas- 
tleman replied that it would give 
him pleasure to do so, but that he 
had been ill for a few days and 
hardly felt equal to the task. He 
promised, ^however, to attend the 
funeral. 

As a mark of respect to the mem 
ofGov.Goebel all drills were sus 
pended for the day. 

The floral offerings were magni 
fident. Nearly every county in the 
State sent (lowers, and the big roon 
was one mass of roses, lilies anc 
smilax. Ranged along the walls 
were scores of floral pieces, some of 
them extremely beautiful, while 
around the bier were piled great 
masses of flowers. The floral 
pieces from Fleming, Jessam 
Campbell, Fayetteand Shelbycoun- 
ties were especially beautiful.

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EARLY ENGLISH COACHES. 

Their Introduction Kail to Bare Been 
Due to Queeu Eleanor. 

The introduction of conches in 
England is credited to Queen Fleun- 
or, who died in 1201. lior death wu* 
thus amiably discussed iu a ballad of 
the lime, entitled "A Warning I'iece 
to England Against Pride and Wit-L- 
ednesse, being the fall of Queen 
Eleanor, wife to Edward, King of 
England, who, for her pride, by God's 
jutiL'im in, Mink into the ground at 
Charing Cross, and rose at Qucens- 
hitbe:" 

She win the first that did Invent, 

In mnches brave to ride; 
Bhe wan the first that brought thi» land 

To deadly sin and pride. 

Later testimony, no less direct, 
credits the first introduction of 
coaches to Sir Thomas Chamber- 
laync, English ambassador to the 
court of Charles V. of Spain; and 
again to the earl of Rutland, for whom 
Walter Rippon, Queen Elizabeth's 
subsequent coachmaker, is recorded 
to have built the "first coach that ever 
was seen in England, Anno Domini, 

However this may be, a great stir 
was certainly made in England by 
tbe magnificence of the royal coaches 
which Queen Bess received as pres- 
ents from her admirers abroad. Her 
admirers nt home followed suit. Thus 
Sir Philip Sidney risked his knightly 
reputation by appenring in a coach 
instead of on horseback, riding Into 
Shrewsbury in his wagon, "with his 
trumpeter blowynge, very joyful to 
behold." Good Bishop Hall, in his 
"Satires," published shortly after- 
wards, took a less joyful view: 

Is't 'not a shnmi> to see a grnomo 
Bit perched In an Idle charlo! rooms, 
That were not meet some panol to bestride. 
Burnlngled to n Railed hackney's hide? 

In £ pite of such criticisms, the use 
of coaches grew apace, so that young 
Shakespeare could earn a livelihood 
by holding the coach horses of tbe la- 
dies that drove to tbe Globe theater. 
In 1001 a bill was actually brought in 
parliament "to restrayn the excessive 
use of Coaches within this realm of 
England."

A SKULL BANJO. 

Grewseme Musical Instrument Made by 
the Paraguay Indians. 

Skull banjos are the product of the 
small country of Paraguay. The In- 
dians of ancient times were constant- 
ly engaged in warfare, and their pri- 
mary aim when thus engaged was to 
capture the chief of the opposing side. 
When captured this personage was 
carried to their camp and there cruel- 
ly murdered, and it was from his body 
that this grewsome, curious musical 
instrument was made. 

After the skull was thoroughly 
dried the top was cut entirely off. 
Over the opening thus made a piece 
of skin taken from the body was tight- 
ly stretched in the manner of a drum. 
In the back of the skull the two 
femora of the legs were inserted. 
These bones were so trimmed that 
they were of uniform thickness 
throughout the entire length. The 
ends of these bones were joined to- 
gether by one of the ribs from the 
body. 

Then from the forehead of the 
akull to the rib which connected the 
femora strings were lightly stretched. 
These strings were made from the 
akin of the victim, thoroughly dried 
and rubbed over with resin. Tbe in- 
strument was played in a similar man- 
ner to the mandolin. 

The skull was left so that the jaws 
were movable. Therefore, with each 
shake of the instrument the jaws 
wagged, and with any sharp Jolt tba 
teeth came together with a snap. 80

Three battalions ad- 
vanced toward the Brakfonteija with 
six batteries. At 11 o'clock the 
Boers openeded with artillery fire 
and sent several shells among the 
.^Sritish infantry, who retired an 
^Se-ur later. 

Meanwhile a vigorous attack 
was made on the extreme right, 
where the engineers expeditiously 
constructed a position. Several 
pieces of cannon, hidden among 
the trees on Zwats Koy, bombarded 
heavily. The British infantry ad- 
vanced and the Boers were entirely- 
surprised. 

At^ o'clock a high hill, a contin- 
uation of the Brakfonteiu, had been 
taken. The operations were excel- 
lently planned. 
VThe name of the hill taken is 
^Erantz Kloof. 

The bombardment of the Boer po- 
sition was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing. The Boers worked a disap- 
pearing cannon from the high Door 
Kloof range, on the right 1 of the 
captured hill, but the English shells 
exploded its magazine and the gun 
was put out of action until late in 
the day. 

Musketry fire was intermittent 
until the afternoon, when the Boers 
made a determined effort to retake 
the hill. Reinforcements -rushed 
up, cheering, the Boers were re- 
pulsed and the British advanced 
along the ridge. 

London, Feb. 8.— A special dis- 
patch from Spearman'sCamp, dated 
Wednesday, Feb. 7, says: "Our 
further advance is at the moment 
prevented, as the Boers enfilade us 
from their positions on Spion Kop 
and Doorm Kloof. Our casualties, 
although estimated at 250, are 
trifling, considering the great im- 
portance of the movement just con- 
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lager 



- Tuesday, Feb. 6, 11 a. m.— Furthei 
reports of yesterday's fighting al 
the Upper Tugela River show that 
the British lost heavily at Pont 
Drift, but took an important posi- 
tion on a small kopje on the Moleu- 
drift 6ide.

PEACE TERMS. 



Conference Report Taylor Was 
Asked to Sign. 



Chance Given Him to Retire 
Without Prosecution For 
Usurpation. 



Frankfort, Ky., Feb. f»~ 
Whether it shall be war or peace 
in Kentucky rests to-night with W. 
S. Taylor. It has been on his mind 
all day, and to-night he declared 
he had reached no decision and will 
give none till to-morrow. 

In that conference were seven Re- 
publicans and seven Democrats, 
and the result was the following 
agreement in substance: 

First— That :f the General As- 
sembly in joint session shall adopt 
a resolution ratifying their recent 
action adopting the contest reports 
seating Goebel and Beckham, the 
contestees, W. S. Taylor and John 
Marshall, shall submit without fur- 
ther protest. 

Second— That all parties shall 
unite in an effort to bring about 
such a modification of the election 
law as will provide for nonpartisan 
election boards and insure free and 
fair elections. 

Third— That the conditions shaM 
remain in statu quo until Monday, 
the Gencal Assembly meeting "and 
adjourning from day to day until 
that time. 

Fourth— That nothing shall be 
done to hinder or prevent a joint 
session of the General Assemblyjfor 
taking action~bn the/ratification 
resolution. 

Fifth— That the State ■ Contest 
Board shall meet and adjourn from 
day to day until Tuesday witbou 
taking any action on the contest! 
for minor State offices. 

Sixth— That the State troops 
shall be removed from the State 
capitol at once, though with allnec 
essary precautions for the -public 
safety. 

Seventh— That the Republican 
officials and officers of the State 
Guard shall have immunity from 
charges of ..treason, usurpa tion, 
court-martial or any other 'such of- 
fenses. 

The agreement was signed by 
the following: 

Republicans — John Marshall, 
Judge John W. Barr, Gen. Dan 
Lindsay, T. L. Edelen, Dr.~T. h! 
Barker, David W. Fairleigh, C. T. 
Ballard. 

Democrats— J. C. S. Blackburn, 
J. C. W. Beckham, Sam J. Shackel- 
ford, Urey Woodson, James B. v Mc 
Creary, Phil Thompson. 

Unless he is demented this agreed 
basis of a settlement will be ac- 
cepted and ratified by Mr. Taylor; 
it he is demented he will be delt 
with and disposed of accordingly. 

Meanwhile the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature are resting 
on their oars, waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to return to Frankfort and 
resume business. The Republican 
members are still at London, where 
they met yesterday and went 
through the form of organizing.
